But have you 
thought about your obligations, rights and responsibilities when employing your vintage employees? 


The South Australian Wine Industry Association (SAWIA) is encouraging wine business owners and 
managers to plan now to avoid vintage headaches. To assist, SAWIA is running Vintage 2020 
Briefings across SA’s wine regions, starting Friday 22 November. 


“It’s important for mangers to refresh their knowledge of their obligations under the Wine Industry 
Award 2010 and the Fair Work Act 2009, which commonly apply during vintage,” said SAWIA Chief 
Executive Brian Smedley. “Vintage is a busy time and it’s important to plan now, not when the 
grapes Start rolling in.” 


The Vintage Briefings will cover topics such as: 


e How to roster and engage employees in the most cost-effective way during vintage; 

e Whois responsible for ensuring that migrant workers, including backpackers have a legal 
right to work in Australia; 

e When contractors can be used, how much they need to be paid and whether a labour hire 
licence is needed; and 

e The relevant chain of responsibility obligations when produce and products are being 
transported.
